12. (previously presented): A method for dyeing human hair or strands, that comprises 
contacting the hair with at least a single a cationic dye of formula (1) as defined in claim 1 and 
an oxidative agent and, optionally, a further direct dye. 
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13. (previously presented): A method for dyeing human hair, that comprises contacting the hair 
with at least a single a cationic dye of formula (1) as defined in claim 1 and at least a single 
oxidative dye; or contacting the hair with a cationic dye of formula (1) as defined in claim 1 and 
at least a single oxidative dye and an oxidative agent. 

14. (previously presented): A composition according to claim 7 in the form of a shampoo, gel or 
emulsion. 

15. (previously presented): A composition according to claim 8 in the form of a shampoo, gel or 
emulsion. 
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
